We have, therefore, 15,504 children in Philg-
delphin between the ages of €ix and fifteen, who
are peither al school nor engaged in regolar
occopation. This must satisty the community
of the need of compulsory education laws, So-
clety has a mght to prowect 1tself aguinst
vagrancy and idleness as well aa to punish erime,
The school door is open to ally the public purse
is rendy to eduecate all, 1t were beiter 1o force
every 1dler into the school-room than to employ
o regiment ol police oflicers to protect the com-
munity against the frults of idleness,

The expenses of the past year, including sala-
ries of the teachers, rents, fuel, books, ete. for
771,164 pupils, were $864,276°26. The cost of
private school edoeation 18 varied according to
the character of echools, efe. It may be fairly
estimated that each pupil costs $40 per term,
and $80 per anouwm. In our first-class private
sohools wxpaln cust from $600 to $1000 per
annum, Yet at $80 per anuum for 12,709 pupils
in private echools we have the cost per annom
of $1,023,020, considerablv more than the cost
lagt year of educaling 76,164 pupils in publie
gchools,
